The seat 
of Viscount Hill, Hawkstone Hall, near 
Shrewsbury, was likewise mortgaged to 
Lewis for $450,000. nnd the money lend- 
er acquired in a similar way his Thames 
villa near Maidenhead owing to the in- 
debtedness of the Dowager Countess 
Cowloy.

All detectives of the ink pot agree 
that t!iQ discovery thr.t. two signatures on 
beiug superimposed and held to the light 
are identical is n conclusive proof that 
there has been tracing. 


Such ure the leading principles of the 


export's profession. How are they applied? 
In some cases they are not applied at all. 
The pnj er itself, tho stamp, if there is one, 
may prcchihn a document to bo a forgery. 
Then the microscope and other appliances 
will sometimes show whether a signature 
Is fraudulent. Swiudlcrs commonly write 
a namo in rcncil ::«d tbe-n ink in over. 'If 
the expert l.as reason to believe that tbia 
method has been adopted—and ic \s not 
difficult to dctec;. because, for one thing, 
the signature looks duller than the other 
writing—he has only to put; a drop of acid 
on the letters, and, presto! the ink disap- 
pears, mealing the glistening plumbago 
beneath. But it is practically impossible to 
obtain by any mode of tracing a sign 
manual fchafi will successfully bear the 
closest scrutiny. In following the model,

carbon or a genuire sigcatnro held to the 
light, the pen hesitates, giving the writ- 
ing a zigzag appearance, which, although 
not visible to the naked eye, win be clearly 
seen with the :sid of the microscope.

He generally practices a signature 
till he can imitate it closely enough to de- 
ceive any bank cashier, when he dashes ft 
off at the fcot of a check with greater flu- 
ency perhaps than could its owner. 
In 


this art- Jiin the Penman was an adopt— 
tho greatest adept in the annuls of crime. 
No tracing or boggling for him, no rub- 
bing out ortouching up. He-wrote nfe once 
exactly what was wanted, imitating the 
most difficult hand with a freedom, an ease 
and a perfection that were marTelous.— 
Cossell'a Journal.

The perfume of 
violets is not, we nro told, tho only in- 
stance in. \vhioh chemical science »s np 
plied to perfumery has triumphed, nnd 
though some of tho other chemically made 
perfumes are not KO remarkable in their 
similitude, to MiOfe actually extracted from 
(lowers, they"are of snflicent ImporUinco to 
greatly limit tho use of flowers they Imi- 
tate.—New York Lodger.

'•In everything he is a typical Boheini- 


ttt," said Mr. Peters, "and indifferent to 
tbe future so long as his wants are pro- 
vided for in the present. He is a master ol 
expediency and has given innumerable il- 
lustrations of his remarkable resources in 
practically living without money. 


"At the beginning of the siege of Paris 


Snyder had bnt 13 francs, yet he lived on 
them throughout that long period, -when 
tbe necessities of life were sold for almost 
fabulous prices. I asked him once how he 
managed to survive on such a small stun, 
and he replied that at the time the siege 
was announced he resolved to bny a quan- 
tity of food that no one else would think 
of, and-which would sustain life for a con- 
siderable period. Prices were so high that 
there were very few articles of food that 
•were left to the choice of a limited pocket- 
boot, but he solved the problem accurate- 
ly. He botight three bottles of olive oil en 
the first day, -when hardly any-one of the 
Parisians thought of such an article ol 
diet, and from day to day purchased small 
quantities of bread. 
"The oil and bread were mixed togeth-1 


er with -water and made into a sort ol | 
eoup, and on. this limited though nourish- 
ing jnemi Snyder lived.tintil the siege wns 
nearly ended. 
"Toward tbe close of the siege he he- 


came estremely weary of his monotonous 
diet and resolved on a bold stroke for a 
change in the bill of fare.. So he left the 
city secretly and walked boldly up to a 
German picket. Of course he was brought 
to a halt by the soldier. Then ho explain- 
ed that be was not a Parisian, but an 
American citizen detained in Paris and a 
very hungry one at that. He asked per- 
mission to enter the German camp, but 
the soldier told Snyder he had orders to 
allow no one to pass. Convinced that Sny- 
der meant no mischief, but was really a 
man in need of provender, he finally con- 
sented to become a party to a ruso which 
that fertile gentleman proposed. This was 
that Snyder -was to take to his heels in ihe 
direction of the camp, while the soldier, as 
if in tho full performance of his vigilance, 
was to fire his gun in the air. It was cai- 
ried out successfully, and Snyder reached 
the camp in safety. 


"Here he was regaled with cheese, beer 


and other good things to his heart's con- 
tent by the Germans and soon after start 
ed to return to Paris. But he had prom- 
ised the guard -who had first arrested his 
bold flight to return within an hour. Ir. 
dulging in the foaming beer offered bin:

'Why didn't you tell me this before you 
sat down? It wasn't necessary for you to 
steal. I would have given it to you,' which 
Is tho truth. The boss never wants a de- 
serving man turned away hungry, and it 
a man cornea in and tells inc lie is hungry 


cents jincl I believe him I'll give him a good, 


substantial meal, probably move than he 
would order if he started in to cheat mo 
out of it. But of course we don't get any 
credit fordoing a thing like that, and nine 
times out of ten the man who comes up 
the way this man does I'm talking about 
he will laugh at you and say: ' That's all 
very well to say now that I've got tho 
meal in mo. But if I'd asked you for it 
you'd have turned mo clown just -as I've 
been turued down a dozen times tonight.' 
There's only one thing to do with a man 
like that. That's to get the biggest man 
in the placo and have him do stunts with 
him—turn him on his head, bang him 
about a little and then turn him out witn 
a warning. It's a great deal better than 
arresting him.

work have to display his ignorance and in- 
capacity?

fine thing, but the shovel business should 
Dot be entered into lightly. It should bo 
•approached with caution and examined 
with intelligence. 
Only strong and able- 


bodied men should prank with the pick or 
shovel. Unless you ara fit for hard work, 
shy at these implements. 
Picking and 


shoveling are honorable and necessary vo- 
cations, but as a means of demonstrating 
independence, unless accompanied by phys- 
ical ability, they should be avoided. Make 
due study of tbe proposition, weigh the 
chances of success, and, having fully mas- 
tered the situation, unlo=s you are strong 
and healthy, don't try it. Let it alone.-'

bers. A republic, therefore, is almost cer- 
tain that all tho people will obey the laws 
which tho majority of the voters have de- 
termined on, and that they will obey the 
magistrates or otllcers whom tho majority 
of tho people ha\e chosen. 


Under universal suffrage you may not 


have tho wisest decision, bat you do have, 
and everybody knows you hnvo, tho safest 
decision. It is safe, that is, from tho 
chances of rebellion by the minority.—

The most reputable portion of the popula- 
tion -wf s therefore debarred from carrying 
weapons, and was therefore at the mercy 
of any licensed thug.

John Knox, the reformer, would seem 


to ha^ c possessed in no ordinary degree 
tho bpirit of prediction and to have fore- 
told, with accuracy not only certain re- 
markable events of public importance, but 
also tho ultimate fate of certain individ- 
uals. 


Thus, when condemned to the galleys at 


Ilochcllc, ho took his sentence with tho 
gieatest composure, merely remarking 
that in spito of it he would ''within tvvo 
or three years preach Ihe go.spel in St. 
Giles', Edinburgh." Tins prediction, most 
improbable of accomplishment at the time 
it was uttered, was af tenvard literally f ul- 
lillcd. 


Knox predicted with accuracy the 


deaths of Thomas Maitland and Kirlccaldy 
of Grange, and solemnly warned the re- 
gent, Murray, not to go to Linhthgow, as 
if hu did so he would there meet his death. 
Tho regent disregarded tho warning and 
did meet v> ith the fate of which Ixnox had 
forewarned him.

The iao-r notable economists in this 


f ouutry toady are the n«-}<ro women down 
sc-uth, the field workers who keep house 
against odds, >et achieve creditable re- j 
suits. "I couldn't git hold of no jar nor j 
jiotbin to pus up peaches in dis year, but I 
1'zc got pretty near a bushi-1 of cut apple ' 
£u peach dry an stow 'way in bags," a \ 
cabin housewife will tell you. 


"Them hams au sides up there?" she 


goes on. "All both of 'em is from de 
shctes what I raise on home victuals an 
leavm's. Dey never turn out no lard worth 
countin, bat de meat Is sweet." 


Another time she will show you her 


quilcs, six or seven of them folded away 
neatty, one apiece for each of the children, 
as she says "When do you do your sew- 
ing?" you ask her. 


"Mostly in de night time, when de chil- 


len is out; de w ay au de roens ia lay down 
or gone huntin " 


"But you have no lamp?" 
"No, but I keeps a good turn of fat 


splinters an pine knots haady, an dcy 
makes a good blaze to see by. Days when 
I does half task in de field I works 'bout 
de house in de afternoon, but dere's de 
wash in to do an de patchin an scrubbin 
an one t'ing an anndder. Den, if I has 
new cloth, I makes breeches or frock, one. 
Dere's always sewln waitin." 


"How do you manage about the cook- 


ing when you are so busy in the field?" 
she is asked 


"I mostly makes de chillen a stirabout 


or some bread Jfore I start out in de 
mornin, an every night 'fore I lay down I 
slip some taters in de ashes to done slow 
for dem. Den I gen'ally donr't; cook no 
more till I come out de field at sundown. 
When I git chance, I does rncike cake an 
sweetened bread if eggs is plenty." 
"But you sell your eggs?'' 
"Yes. 
Dey mostly goes for sewin 


thread, sometimes for a little sugar an 
coffee or maybe kerosene. I always keeps 
a bottle of kerosene handy, 'cause it so 
good to drink for misery in de head or to 
rub with when your j'ints is painfuL 
"I does make sharp money out of my 


butter, too, when de cow aon't gone dry,'" 
she adds. 


The average negro farmer who plants 


his little oce horse or two horse acreage 
that he rents barely makes enough income 
to keep body and soul together. In the 
Hugh harvest season he earns the equiva- 
lent of -40 cents a day. His wife, accord- 
ing to her interpretation, has to "turn 
swift" in order to make things hoQd out. 
She buys as little as possible and makes 
use of such resources as are at hand. Even 
food for the cow has to be considered, as 
is evidenced by the ''going dry." 


"If we could make out to gi' Kook a 


mash of cooked peas night an rtsornrn, 
she would keep up her milk all de year," 
says Sock's mistress, "but we can't do 
dat nor rent no good pastur' Ian' neader, 
an in de Winter de grass what's growin 
in spare Ian' ain't much. You see we got 
de mule to feed too." Thus she tells of 
her simple needs. The negro housewife's 
broom is made of broom straw gathered 
from the fields and bound securely with 
strips of homespun. The scrubbing brush, 
that plays an important part in the week 
iy cleaning up, is made of shucks from 
the cornhouse pegged into a piece of 
board with a long handle to it. By cut- 
ting off the necks of the gourds that giow 
each year under the eaves large bowls,are 
made, to hold anything that needs beliept 
over m the wooden cupboard. For cook- 
ing conveniences there are only the crane 
in the open chimney place and the heavy 
lidded oven, skillet and big mouthed pots, 
which are lifted about, no matter how hot 
or how full they may be, by a bent pokei 
or stouii, knotted stick. 


The mistress of the cabin hoes her han 


ac?e task each day. She helps with every 
department of the field work, from get- 
ting the ground ready for the eecd in early 
spring to the harvesting 
in autumn. 


Many of these women plow as well and 
have little sido crops of rice or .cotton. 
Nearly all have young children. 


A good many negroes are shiftless and 


irresponsible; some are dirty, but a ma- 
jority of the wives and mothers on the 
plantation^ are ambitious and make a 
brave effort to put the best foot fore- 
most and keep things shipshape. 
They 


rival each other at raising turkeys and 
chickens, ahd will walk miles hunting up 
some secretive guinea hen's nest or search-

Tho patching donb 
by these women may bo classed as an art. 
Every possible economy is practiced in 
these homes. One set of fainoothing irons 
often docs the ironing for a whole neigh- 
borhood, and the starch that stiffens the 
go to meeting petticoats and tho husband's 
shirt is inado out of rico \\aterboiled down 
to the requisite thickness. Every skim- 
ming of grease or bit of bona is haved for 
soap, and even the lye needed for the soap 
is extracted from wood allies. 


On a Saturday afternoon, when ono of 


those cabin homos is fresh scrubbed for 
tho next day, the wooden shelves and ta- 
bles white as olbow grease can make 
them, oven tho brass hoops on the water 
bucket scoured Into newness, and the 
pickaninnies spunking clean, it 1» a pic- 
ture of homely simplicity, a gUmpse of 
.which would go far toward dlbpoUling tho 
idoa that because a negro is poor ho muse 
be dirty.

Most of the nuts grown in Virginia and 


North Carolina are the goobers. 
The 


goober is to tbv actual peanut what the 


-Lau^ is to the genuine clam. 
The 


shell usually contains but two kernels. 
This is the nut wiih which the Italians 
oad their wagons aud sell in paper bags 
on the street corners. The real peanut 
which answers to the Ehode Island clsm 
is smaller than the goober. TLe kernel is 
about the size of a large pea, and its fla- 
vor is sweeter ihan the oilier variety- It 
is grown principally in North Carolin» 
and Tennessee. Occasionally a few get 
nto a bag of goobers, but very seldom, as 
they are shelled and sold for from 10 
cents to lo cents a peck more than the 
others. They go into candy paste and to 
the oil factories of Europe. 


The peanut farmer begins planting as 


soon as the frost is out of the ground in 
the spring. The shelled nuts fona the 
seed, and about two bushels are required 
for an acre. In a few weeks the plant 
g«ls above the aorth and begins to leaf 
out. A field of peanuts looks ranch like 
a iield of clover, and during the war 
many of the northern soldiers mistook 
clover fields for peanut patches while 
hunting for something to vary their ra- 
tions. The plants grow in rows, very 
much like potato vines, and are cultivat- 
ed in the same way. \Veeds will soon 
choke their growth, and the pickaninnies 
on the farm are kept busy during the 
summer in weeding out the patches with 
their fingers. Nowadays the harvesting 
is done by what i& called a plow, made i-s- 
pecially for the purpose. It is drawn by 
one mnle and cuts ttse plants off close to 
the roots. As soon as enough has accu- 
mulated on the plow to form a stack, it is 
thrown off and massed around a -,Ur. r 
pole stuck in the ground.
